| Convention Details 


The feature of the initial sodality 
meeting for this year held Wednes- 
day night, October 8 in Mount St. 
Joseph assembly hall was the report 
of the faculty and student delegates 
to the Students’ Spiritual Jeater- 
ship Convention held in Chicago last 
June under the auspices of the So- 
dality of Our Lady. 

The two faculty members and the 
student delegates, the Misses Mary 
Thomas and Helen Condon, Chicago, 
| outlined for the group the plan of the 
convention. ‘The narrative given by 
the delegates of convention happen- 
ings including Mass in the Holy 
Name Cathedral with two thousand 
students attending, of general meet- 
ings, of committees, of sight seeing 
tours enjoyed by the visitors, and 
the closing banquet made the con- 
vention a living reality for Clarke 
sodalists. 

Miss Thomas reviewed the resolu- 
tions made and the problems dis- 
cussed at the convention; Miss Con- 
don spoke of the sodality pin adopted 
by the delegates. She presented for 
inspection a picture of the pin—a 
golden triangle outlined on which is 
a crown the points of which are fleur 
de lis. Through the crown and across 
the triangle is thrust a sword tle 
handle of which forms a cross. 

A letter from Rev. Dantel A. Lord, 
S.J., chairman of the convention, was 
read. In this was announced a spe- 
cial edition of the Queen’s Work 
which would contain details and pic- 
tures of the convention. Miss 
Thomas was appointed chairman of a 
commiltee on subscriptions. 

The possibility of organizing as de- 
partments of the Sodality the various 
activities that had been carried on 
separately in former years,—the 
Christ Child Society, the enchiristiell 
League, the Mission Guild, and Our 
Lady’s Committee was discussed. 
The organization of a Catholic Liter- 
ature club was considered, and a So- 
dality bulletin board was chosen,

buque. His Grace, Archbishop Beck- 
man occupied the throne to the right 
of the altar during the mass. 

Dignilaries from all parts of tho 
United States were present. The 
cathedral was colorful with the sear- 
let and deep purple of the vestments 
of bishops, abbots, and monsignori. 

The simplicity of the Investiture 
added to the solemnity of the occa- 
tion. After Communion the Pallium 
was placed on the altar. His Grace 
the Archbishop in full pontifical 
vestments went to the foot of the 
altar, and kneeling took the oath of 
allegiance to the Holy See. There- 
upon, Archbishop McNicholas placed 
the Pallium on the shoulders of the 
new Metropolitan of Dubuque. The 
newly invested Archbishop then as- 
cended the allar and turning to the 
people who crowded the church, im- 
parted his solemn blessing, while the 
metropolitan Cross was held before 
hin. . 


Following the investiture the ser- 
mon was preached by Archbishop 
MeNicholas, This marked the con- 
clusion of the church services. Af- 
terwards the visiting prelates and 
clergy assembled at St. Francis 
Hall, Columbia college, where a ban- 
quet was served, It was the wish of 
the Archbishop that dinner be in- 
formal, Toasts were given and a 
number of the prelates gave short 
talks, congratulating the newly in- 
vested Archbishop, and foretelling a 
glorious future for the archdiocese 
of Dubuque. 


As a liturgical vestment the Pal- 
lium is reserved to the Pope and to 
Archbishops. It is the distinguish- 
ing sign of the archiepscopal office; 
“in it is the fullness of episcopal 
power.” It is a narrow circular band 
from which hang two pendants. It 
is worn about the neck and shoulders 
in such a way that one of the pend- 
ants falls down the middle of the 
back, and the other over the center 
of the breast. An Archbishop may 
not perform any function which re- 
quires Episcopal Orders before he 
has received the Pallium from the 
Holy See, although he may exercise 
Episcopal jurisdiction before being 
invested. 

His Grace the Archbishop has been 
most bountiful to those under his 
jurisdiction upon the occasion of his 
receiving the Sacred Pallium. He 
has granted both spiritual and tem- 
poral favors to his “children in 
Christ.” Special indulgences may be 
gained throughout the octave of St. 
Kaphael, whose feast was celebrat- 
ed Friday, October 24, An indul- 
fence may be gained also by saying 
one Hail Mary for the intention of 
the Archbishop on this, the day of 
his investiture,

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CHRIST THE KING 


HEN His Holiness, Pope Pius XI, 

at the end of the Jubilee Year, in- 
stituted the Feast of the Kingship of Our 
Lord Jesus Christ, to be celebrated the 
last Sunday in October, a step was taken 
toward a more vivifying and comprehen- 
sive Catholicity. The feast of Christ the 
King, if we but grasp the significance of 
it, strikes a flame of devotion deep in our 
hearts that burns with an unquenchable 
ardor. 

For Christ is indeed a universal King. 
He it is who is truly a divine-right King. 
There is something in the make-up of us 
finite beings, which compels us to bow 
before the rich, empurpled glory of roy- 
alty ; the pomp and aloof resplendence of 
it silences our clattering tongues and 
moves our minds to thought. Men have 
ever sought to encircle the brow of the 
worthy with the crown of Kingship and 
then submissively follow to worship. 
Jesus of Nazarcth, though the most wor- 
thy of Kings, suffered Himself in the days 
of His earthly life to be crowned with 
only a crown of mockery. But His is no 
longer a crown of blood-stained thorns, 
nor is His robe bedraggled nor His 
scepter a frail reed. In the centuries that 
have passed since He walked the earth, 
the world has come to recognize that His 
crown is immortality; His robe is His 
all-enveloping mercy; His scepter is 
power over His mystic dominion of souls. 
Now are we worshipping Him in His 
supernatural glory as He ever deserved 
to be worshipped. We tell the world that 
He is our spiritual King in hope and hap- 
piness, in suffering, in death, in life, and 
we seck to bring the whole world into 
the peace of His Kingdom. 





VIRGIL’S TWENTIETH CENTENARY 
the month of October, 1930, we cele- 


N 
I brate the twentieth centenary of the 
birth of Virgil, the most famous of Ro- 
man poets and one of the few chief poets 
the world has ever known. Unappre- 
ciated by the modern generation who con- 
sider it too much trouble to delve into 
the mysteries of Latin prosody, he has 
been neglected, the charge against him 
being that he is too cold and remote, too 
far removed from present day life. Let 
us but become acquainted with this mas- 
ter mind and we will readily understand 
why his works have been preserved for 
two thousand years, 

Little is known of his life and the only 
traces of information about him are of- 
ten irrelevant and perhaps unauthentic. 
The most reliable points may be gleaned 
from his Aeneid, which at least gives ex- 
pression to his ideals. He lived between 
the years 70 B.C. and 19 B. C., during the 
time when the Gallic Wars were being 
waged. His early years were spent in the 
country where he acquired an intimate 
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knowledge of nature and animal life. In 
addition to this training he received a 
good education under the best instruc- 
tors of the time. The note of intimacy, re- 
ivealed in the characters that people the 
Aeneid bespeaks the aspirations and 
ideals of the author: It is noteworthy that 
he has given expression to many of man’s 
highest thoughts and most profound 
emotions. He voices a genuine sympathy 
for every living thing, bird, beast or hu- 
man being —in general with life itself. 
Perhaps this is the reason that we, aiter 
so many hundred years, still cherish his 
work. 

Virgil is not merely a prince of poets, 
but he is one of the founders of modern 
poetry. He has exercised and still con- 
tinues to exercise both directly and in- 
directly the influence which has been 
continuous from the first poet who used 
him as a model, down to the present 
time. Every well-read person knows 
Dante, and recognizes him as the herald 
of modern literature, and the most prom- 
inent writer of the Middle Ages. Virgil 
;was Dante’s acknowledged and adored 
master, praised in the Divine Comedy as 
“sage Guide, sweet father, high teacher, 
ocean of all wisdom.” Nor is Dante the 
only follower of Virgil; numerous other 
poets, among them Tennyson and Words- 
worth, use him as a pattern. 

In his far off age, Virgil frequently 
reached the goal toward which many of 
our modern poets strive. namely to pro- 
duce powerful effects by the use of sim- 
ple words in their simplest application. 
Nor was he proud of his art as such an 
author might well have been. He even 
requested that the Aeneid be burned. The 
request was not granted, fortunately for 
us, since the epic contains a well-painted 
picture of a national mind at its highest 
elevation, and furnishes an excellent 
background of the Roman History of the 
time. 

Although Virgil is far removed from 
modern times, there is still a common 
link between us. His works are not dry, 
unintelligible and uninteresting, but ra- 
ther they are intimate, meaningful and 
sympathetic. It is to be hoped that, dur- 


ing his anniversary year, those versed in 
Latin will read or reread Virgil’s poetry 
for the sake of greater appreciation, and 
those not so fortunate as to know Latin 
will peruse translations, in order that all 
may understand and grow to love the 
word-magic of Rome's greatest poet

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THE PINE WALKS 





Sandal deep and heavy with the scent of tra- 
dition lie the pine needles under the stately 
trees that in their large circle form the Isle 
of Pines as the campus back of the Conserv- 
atory was known in years gone by. There lin- 
gers yet under their boughs the laughter of 
those who have been there in days of long ago. 
In the circle stands the green merry-go-round, 
still and ponderous, brooding over the time 
when it was the favored plaything of the small 
girls in the lower grades of Mount St. Joseph’s 
Academy; it is deserted now save for the little 
dream children with which the imagination 
peoples it. 


Back of the Administration Building are 
two long columns of pine trees forming Col- 
lege Avenue and extending from the first ter- 
race to the South Campus gate. These trees, 
perfect in symmetry, individually and in their 
arrangement, are a thing of beauty to the be- 
holder whether he stand at their feet, or gain 
the advantage of a better perspective from the 





upper windows of Mount St. Joseph Hall. 


Longer than either of these walks is the 
double row of giant pines leading to The Point 
and skirting the golf course; and more fre- 
quented in these days that are, is the path they 
overhang. Pleasant weather finds groups at 
frequent intervals along it from the first stroke 
of the Angelus bell in the morning till the faint 
purple dusk that follows a sunset rich in color. 


These pine trees all inspire admiration for 
the ones who planted them long ago whose 
very characters it seems are reflected in the 
trees they chose,—not trees of fickle, changing 
beauty, flung across the earth in greens, and 
browns, and russets, or with the impressive 
bleakness of their bare black boughs etched on 
sray sky; but trees strong and harmonious"

The charm and the fragrance of these walks 
endure the year round. In Summer there is 
overhead the song of birds; in Winter the 
broad boughs Occasionally at the call of the 
wind “shift their loads a little, letting fall a 
feather of snow;” Spring that in its store of 
wonders brings new leafing to their sister trees 
dowers them with a lighter shade in which to 
keep the joyful hours; while in all seasons the 
winds playing through the boughs draw music; 
the summer breeze, a soft sweet murmur, but 
strong and valiant as Autumn itself is the mel- 
ody of the October wing through the boughs 
of the pines at Clarke College. 
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Ghosts 


Generically speaking, ghosts are a clagg of 
beings that have as their chief activity the 
haunting of houses and of other deserteg 
places, where deeds, famous or infamous, haye 
been performed. ‘The conventional ghost {n. 
sists on the long white flowing: garments Dre. 
scribed as the regulation uniform for Centuries 
of self-respecting spectres. They are noted for 
their tap-dancing, and are usually very well 
behaved. ‘They alone of all immaterial beings 
always do just what is expected of them, They 
glide down dark hallways, rattle chains, dishes 
and doors, move furniture, shriek, howl, and 
blow out candles. True, in these days of eles, 
tric lights, it is more convenient to have them 
blow out fuses, or at least flashlight batteries 
but they do very well, and behave with a; 
much of the traditional manner as is Possibly 
amid modern conveniences. 


In the early days of American history, 
witches as well as ghosts were for a time 
taboo. Witches are a class of beings having 
more definite personality than ghosts haye. 
they are natural beings suspected of being 
supernatural, and reputed to have knowledge 
of the ways of evil spirits. They are a Surly 
churlish lot, afford no amusement, and perform 
evil deeds, while ghosts have @ more subtle 
influence, limiting their field to mental dely. 
sions. Another variety of the species, Goblins, 
have received a thorough education in etj. 
quette, and delight in commanding respect and 
obedience. 


To illustrate the different methods that the 
three classes of beings discussed herein might 
use, imagine yourself the unwilling occupant 
of a deserted house, where numerous strange 
and fearful things have taken place. At the 
witching hour, sit down before the fireplace to 
rest. Enter a ghost; the fuse, as I said before, 
blows out. By the light of the fire on the open 
grate, you grope your ‘way toward the cel- 
lar door; long shadows creep with you, chairs 
get in your way, you feél your hair rising on 
end, and with firm but trembling step you turn 
about and sit before the fire, determined to 
keep calm. The wind whistles, papers rustle, 
sparks rise from the fireplace, the fire goes out, 
and the dawn finds you a nervous wreck. Now, 
the technique of witches is in contrast to the 
incessant activity of ghosts. They do not blow 
out fuses; they permit you to sit for hours, if 
need be, and when you have finally fallen into 
troubled slumber, they blow the sparks from 
the fire on to the curtains, open the windows t) 
give a good draft, and go away, leaving you 
to escape as best you can. Goblins pursue the 
course most troublesome to you.
